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REMARKS 

Status of the Claims 

The present Office Action addresses claims 7-28 and 41-44. Claims 7-10 and 41-44 are 
allowed, claims 11-18 and 20-28 are rejected, and claim 19 is objected to. 

Amendments to the Claims 

Without conceding that claims 1 1 and 18 are unpatentable, claims 1 1 and 18 are canceled to 
expedite prosecution. Applicant reserves the right to pursue any form of canceled claims in a 
continuation application. 

Claim 19 is amended to be written in independent form including all limitations of base 
claim 1 1 and intervening claim 18. Claims 12 and 20-28 are amended to reflect the cancellation of 
claims 1 1 and 18. No new matter is added. 

Objections to the Drawings 

As indicated above, replacement drawings are submitted herewith, thereby obviating the 
Examiner's objection to the drawings. No new matter is added. 

Rejections Pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 11-13, 15, and 22-26 are rejected pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 4,669,473 ("Richards"). As indicated above, claim 1 1 is 
canceled, and claims 12, 13, 15, and 22-26 ultimately depend from allowable claim 19, thereby 
making the Examiner's rejection moot. 

Conclusion 

Applicant submits that claims 7-10, 12-17, 19-28, and 41-44 are in condition for allowance, 
and allowance thereof is respectfully requested. Applicant's amendment of the claims does not 
constitute a concession that the claims are not allowable in their unamended form. The Examiner is
